With its two Prodyutts , the Morbus 
Cholera ( or frequent retching to 
vomit) and the Gripes ; the Diſeaſes" 
now moſt common , and whence our 
late Bills of Mortality have chiefly 
ſwelFd, exc. _ 


FxgFRRE having very lately made ſome 
WM VAS/E ſmall Eflay towards the right un- 
\Y 6 derttanding ot this om HO ſo 
GAP grafſant in City and Country, 
© SY and finding that it yet ſpreads 
much abroad, and that not barely 
ind ſolitarily under its own guiſe in nany, but 
01n others under the masks oft a Morbus Cho- 
mm, known by the much vomitings , or often

retchings to vomit 3 and in others under the Li- 
very of the Gripes, with looſcneſs, or in ſome 
looſeneſs without Gripes 3 we thought it might 
be no ſmall piece of ſervice to our Countrymen, 
to make further diſquifition into the nature, 
{ymptomes, and branchings thereof 3 how it ap- 
pears in ſeveral pcr{ons variouſly dHguiſcd, ſoas 
we may calily by the footings thereot trace it 
to its firſt head or ſpring : As alſo to enquire 
into ſuch Mcthods as dircaly Icad to the cure 
thereof 3 keeping pace with the belt of ours and 
others obtervations.

Otherwhile its attended with other Symptoms, 
by which it appears under the mask of other 


. diſcaſes, ( viz.) ſometimes of vomitings or fre- 


quent reiterate, and cven inceſſant retchings to 
vomit , emulating in ſome meaſure a M rbus 
Cholera, (calting up what-ever they take) at- 
tended with great inquietudes, and tolling reſt- 
le{sneſs, accompanied with thirſt, and in ſome 
with protuſe Sweatings, &c. 

And as with ſome its cloth'd with the afore- 
ſaid Symptoms, ſo in others it puts on the guiſe 
of the Gripes with looſcneſs, obſcrving ſome 
certain periods of time in its acceſs in manner of 
Paroxyſns, coming by intervals of time, much- 
what like the Fever under its more uſual Symp- 
toms : and in ſome, as the Fever is more conti- 
nued, ſo in imitation thereof (nature drawing 
faint ſhadows of the Original) the Gripes and 
loſeneſs are more continued. The uſual Symp- 
toms which attend the Fever under this Livery 
o the Gripes, are faintneſs, want of Appetite, 
dzineſs in the head, griping pangs,debilitudes by 
boſeneſs, carrying off the ſpirits and ſtrength in 
acolliquating fluor of the ſolid parts (after ex- 
hauſtion of the native juyces) by the poſtern gate: 
all which ſymptoms do but repreſent the ſame

on of naturc ſingly contidered, or fo brought on 
} art,

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Fourthly, as to blooding, it.is dubious; for 
if the tir(t Methods be obſerv'd we below pre- 
{cribe, Phlebotomy will be very neccflary : if that 
ot our own, then, unleſs in Plethorick bodies, or 
where the Indications arc very cogent, it is not 
much needtul. 

As to Purges we adviſe them, eſpecially the 
ordinary fort, to be rarely given, except at the 
heel of the Fever, or in ſome particular caſcs, 
where the nature of the Symptoms, and conſti- 
tution of the Patient will bear it. And for Gly- 
ſters we adviſe them but ſeldom, unleſs the nc- 
ccflity of a more than ordinary Coltiveneſs in- 
dicate : In what Methods, and in what not, may 
afterwards be ſpoke to. 

As for Cordials, ſuch we mean , as uſually 
bear that name, (how deſervedly we hall not 
here diſpute) we look upon them in theſe calcs 
as wholly out of door. And if any Cordial ſhould 
be thought neceſſary, we would adviſe it might 
rather be a Glaſs of ſome generous Wine, asf 
the beſt Sack, or rich Claret , or of balſamical 
healing Ale, modcratcly and at due ſeaſons tz 
ken which we ſhould commend before the belt 
Cordials in all thc Shops, as being, becauſe na 
tural, better prepared Liquors, and whoſe Prit- 
ciplesare more genuinely complicated, and better 
compounded, and con{cquently more agreeab! 
to Nature, then all the Cordials artificially pre 
pared : For this I certainly conclude, that thols 
Preparations or Mcdicaments, whercin Art dot 


not out-do Nature 3 that by ſo much ſuch come 
r hot 
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ſhort of what they ought to be, and therefore are 
to be rejeted or poti-pon'd 3 and might I freely 
give my judgment, I had much rather chulc to 
give a Glaſs. of one of the aforcſaid naturally 
prepared Cordials , I mean where no greater 
Art is us'd, than is needtul to (ct the Principles 
of ſuch Natural Juyces into their duc fermenta- 
tion, with other additional requiſites, than all 
thoſe Waters and Cordial Spirits, prepared in 
the Diſpenſatory, howevcrdulcity'd by additional 
Syrups, &c. nay, it I ſhould deſcend one Note 
lower, and fay that a Glaſs of right good Bal- 
famick Ale, boil'd and skim'd, and halt or one 
ounce of good Brandy mixcd therewith, or (to 
thoſe who diſguſt Brandy,) as much of the bcli 
Aqua Mirabilis, ox Aqua Epidemica, is really a bet- 
ter Cordial, than the bett Cordial Spirits or 
Waters in the Shops, {imple or by Art com- 
pounded, I think I ſhould not ſay far wide of the 
truth, And while I am ſpeaking of Cordials, 
Icall tomind what I have heard his Majeſty (who 
doubtleſs has much judgment in theſe Afﬀairs) 
not long, fince ſay, in a Diſcourſe he was pleas'd 
to condeſcend to upon this Subje&t, That he 
look'd upon Goddard's Drops (skiltully manag'd ) 
a the greateſt Cordial in the World : conccrn- 
Ing the Excellency of the Virtue whcreot , he 
was pleaſed to give us feveral remariable In- 
ltances. 

And as for Juleps, methinks no better can be 
given in theſc Calcs than to acidulate three parts 
of good freſh ſmall Beer (neither bittcr, four,

nor new) and one of good white Wine, with 
ſome drops of Spirit of Sulphur per Camp. : and 
for the Patient ro drink plentifully thereof 3 or 
to take tifteen or twenty drops of the Acid, Tin- 
Cinre afterwards preſcribed in every draught of 
trelh {mall Beer, 

And as this is what we adviſe negatively, 
ſo in the next place we ſhall come to what we 
would poſitively infift upon, and here, to ſhew 
in ſhort, what Methods arc moſt proper, and 
expeditious, for the curing this new-coyn'd Fe- 
ver, with its new products ( viz.) the Ape of 
the Morbus Cholera, and the Gripes,which are like 
the circumjoviales, that move in the ſame ſphere 
with (but at ſome diſtance from) thcir malicr- 
Planct, 

Firlt then as to the Fever it (elf, under any, 
or the worlt of the aforeſaid Symptoms, I would 
toa Phyſician, who has not attain'd ſome more 
noble and commanding, Arcana , propole this 
tollowing Method , viz. firſt, As ſoon as he 
is called, forthwith to open a Vein, taking fix, 
eight, or ten ounces; Then to give in good well- 
ordered ſmall Beer, with a fourth of white Wine, 
ren, fifteen, or twenty drops of a right rectity'd 
Spirit of Hartchorn , or Tin&, Microcoſm. pre- 
parcd, as is afterwards ſet down 3 or in lieu ot 
that, which would yet be much better, to give 
eight, ten, or twelve drops of Dr. Goddard's 
drops every half hour, forbcaring any other drink 
but ſuch ſn:all Beer and drops as aforeſaid taken 


cold ; and fo as not to caulc any ſweat, it the

Patient be up, but if in bed, may bring on a 
gentle breathing, and no more: Attcr the uling 
the drops in ſmall Beer, as atorcſaid, tor about

in the ſame or other the like proper Vehicle, 
And to ſome perſons, to whom Epiſpatticks 
may not be improper , where it will be ſomic- 
times neceflary , when the blood has Ict fall 
or prccipitatcd its acid upon thoſc parts, by 
which principally the Fabrick ot the Spirits 
are manag'd , whereby idle dreams, dotage or 
Delirium 15 brought on In ſuch Caſcs, I ſay, 
it will be neceſſary to make the blood reimbibe 
its depoſited febrile matter : which can no bet= 
ter be done, than by the atorcſaid Medicincs, fo 
taken as to cauſe a breathing, ſweat , whereby 
the blood licks up what it had let fall betore, and 
then it it be carried away by other conduits, 
viz, the Pores or the Urinary Veſlcls, it's well, 
or if remanded to the Stomack whence the ſha- 
dowings of the Morbrs Cholera, or if to the In- 
teſtines, whence looſnelſs, or gripes, both which 
by the facil acceſs of good Mcdicaments, may 
then be more eaſily cured, of which more in our 
intended Diſcourſe of Fevcrs. 

If this Fever appear under the Symptoms of 
a Morbus Cholera (or atleaſt reſembling that diſ- 
eaſe) viz, with Vomitings, or great provocations 
and retchings to vomit) (as in many Patients it 
doth) then may the Phyſician (who has not yet 
arrived at better and more powerful Medica- 
ments) take much what the ſame Method be- 
tore named: only this following Stomachick (it 
need be ) may be added to what is atorcſaid,

What Mcthod we chiefly inſiſt upon in the quict- 
ing and compoling fuch impetuous tuniults , 
and rcbellious inſurrc&tions of the Stomack, we

Laſtly, If this Fever come diſguis'd under 
the livery of the Gripes and Lo-ſencſs, as it cf 
late hath very much done, to the great increaſe 
(with other concurring Cauſes) of our late Bills 
of Mortality : which Diſeaſe, in many pcrſons, 
1s nothing clſe but this Fevcr, as the blood is 
undcr a diſcharge of the tcbrile matter, or ex- 
otick Acidum, thence tran{mitted trom the Ar- 
terics into the Intcftines, which there tretting 
upon the teuder Mcmbrancs, and ſcnhible tibrous 
parts, atiiifts thoſe Paticnts (labouring, there- 
under) with thoſe griping pangs, vitiating, the 
pcriſtaltick motion ot the Guts, by too frequent 
trritations thercot, gives often (and ſometimes 
fruſtrancous) motions to ſtool, carrying, off the 
ſolid parts in a colliquating fluor, and therc- 
with cxhaulis the ſpirits and ſtrength , that it 
by ſome Vicdicine a turn be not given to the 
Diſeaſe, carrics the paticnt away inn» long time 
and when ſome little is diſcharg'd by the Artc- 
rics into the Stomach (but not ſo much as to 


procure vomitings ) then is the Appetite quite 
takcn

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taken away, and a reſtleſsnefs brought on toge- 
ther with the faintings, dizzineſs in the Head , 
thirlt, &c\ 

And where the febrile Acidum thus difchargd 
from the Blood and tranſmitted into the Guts 
is morc powertul than ordinary, therc it CxCc0- 
rites the tender Mcembrancs and Films of the 
ſmaller ſanguine Veſſels, whence it's heightned 
intoa Dyſentery or bloody-F lux, 

As tothe Cure of which Gripes or Looſencſs, 
or the Fever under the maſque thereet : where 
the Phyſician has not by induſtry or skill in the 
improvement of Pharmacy, attain'd more gene- 
rous and cffeQtual Arcana , I would adviſc the 
following, Mcthod, ( viz.) hilt to open a Vein, 
and to take fix, eight, or tcn ounces 3 after which 
give every halt hour, or cvcry hour fifteen or 
twenty drops of Tin&, Microcoſm. prepared as 
atorcſaid, or good Spirit of Hartshom, or which 
ls yet better and more proper (to dulcihe thoſe 
acid and acrimonious Juyces and to reduce 
them to their Excraſia)) viz. Goddard's drops, 
Ina Glaſs of freſh good ſmall Beer, or in lieu 
of that in white Wine Poſſet-drink. So do for 
hve, ſix or eight hours, then the night atter pre- 
(cribe the tollowing, Anodyne :

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Now come we to touch upon our own pecu- 
liar Mcthod we chicfly uſe in the management 
of the cure of this Fever, ecithcr as conlide- 
red under its more uſual Symptoms, or mask'd 
under thoſe of the nothous Morbus Cholera, or 
the Gripes : which becauſe it is pertorin/d by 
ſome Arcana, is thence (and that not und ifc:rn- 
edly) rais'd a note above the former, 

What the Arcanum is we chictly uſc, we have 
darkly cnough hinted in our former Eſſay, the 
mechanick unprovement whercot we are now 
upon , and have already made ſome progreſs 
therein : what cures we have known pcrtorm'd 
thereby is not now our preſent task, but ſhall rc- 
ſerve that,to its proper place in our Pyretologia, 
Only this mcan-while we can aſſure the Reader, 
that we have trom our own and anothers obſcr- 
vations , known conlidcrable cures pertorm'd, 
both as to this Fever ſingly conlidered, where 
the Symptoms have been very {trong, cven to 
a delirium, and yet beyond the expcctation of 
thoſe nearly concern'd,, have by the blcfling of 
God bcen curcd : and when I have come to 
ſome who have had the Fever under the livery 
of the Morbus Cholera, afflicted with continual 
provocations and rctchings to vomit, and that 
for 3 or 4 days, getting no reſt thereby, I have 
with 2 or 3 doſcs of that Antitcbrinck Arcanum 

ſtrangely allayed that great perturbation ot the 
ſtowach, and quietcd the rcbclhous tumults 
thercof, calming thoſe boylicrous ſcas, taniing 
thoſc hcad-ſtrong humours, and as it were 
charm- 


= I. a AS oo oa 
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charming thoſe otherwiſe inexorable riots, and 
that too without the help of one grain of Opintz 
in the whole Preparation. To pettorm which 
very thing (if it could do no more) was ſuth- 
cient (if known) to blazon its own worth, and 
to recommend to the world the exccllency of a- 
ny Arcanum, 

AndI have not only found it ſuccesful in the 
quicting the diſorders of the Stomach atorcſaid, 
but alſo by our own and another ingenious and 
worthy Phyſicians obſervations , have known 
the like ſucecſs in the cure of the Gripes, to enu+ 
merate the particular inſtanccs whercot is bchde 
our preſent (cope, leaving that to another placc. 

How this or other continucd Fevers may by 
precipitation of the febrile matter be made to 
ſplit into Paroxyſms , and fo to become inter- 
mitting, and how thcn by a facile method may 
be cured; and how cafily and readily the blood 
may, by the duc exhibition of good Medicines, bc 
fing'd is work tor our Pyrctologia. 

And that we may here give fome {mall ſpcci- 
men of what may be pertorm'd, by another Set 
of Medicaments than are uſually found in the 
Shops, we would barely recite the things chiefly 
to be relyed upon (as a hew Apparatws Medicina- 
ls) in order to the more ſpeedy and etfeCtual 
cure of this and other Fevers , with their aforc- 
faid attendants, the Morbus Cholera and the 
Gripes, which arc as tolloweth.

To conclude, what we have ſaid, and what 
Methods we have propos'd concerning the Cui 
of the Gripes, as the product of this preſent 
Epidemical reigning Fever, will (we doubt not) 
hold good, with ſome ſmall variation, in the 
Cureof others of that fpecies, altho from other 
Cauſes; For/indeed we look upon the true cth- 
cient cauſe of the Gripes, (be the cxtrinhick or 
occalional what they will) to be much what the 
ſame inall, that is, that the Gripes are no othe 
(as we ſaid) but a diſcharge of ſome cxotick 
febrile matter in the blood (which there pent up 


would cauſe a ſpurious termentation,and thencea 
Fever 
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Fever) thence tranſmitted into the Inteſtines 3 


and that whether the blood has that ingendred 
from a too plentiful eating of Fruit (the moſt 
ordinaty cauſe of the G1ipes) or other incon- 
cinnous Food , or that it receives it ab extra, 
from the Air : From which cauſe ſoever it rc- 
ctives, yet I ſay, the ſame alterations. and. fer- 
mentations are begot in the Blood, and Nature 
is much-what put upon the ſame manner ot dif- 
charges , ſo that thence the cauſes and ſymp- 
toms coincide z whence by a genuine deduction 
it may be concludcd,, that the Methods con- 
ducing to the Cure, are much-what the ſame. 

Concerning all which, ( viz. the nature , 
cauſes, ſymptomes, and branchings of Fevers, 
the rationale (I ſay) or ztiology of all which; 
together with their ſeveral Methods of Cure,) 
we dctign from a novel Hypotheſis, to give a 
larger account in our intended Pyretologia : To 
which this, and our former Eſſay, as alſo our 
Medico-Philoſopbical Aualogy betwixt Animal and 
Vegetable Juyces, (in order to the right under- 
ſtanding of their ſeveral modes of fermentation, 
leading to Fevers,) enſuing, are but preliminary, 
and chiefly intcnded to uther that piece into the 
World.

8al{o by Epicurizing or immodcrate eating and 
drinking, moſt frequently by drinking Wines, 
elpecially new Wines, the like fort of Fevers 
which are not Epidemical , but Endcimial, or 
poradical arc contracted: Nay, further, ſome- 
times the Air has an occult ferment diſſeminated 
'not from cauſes recited in the fore-going Para- 
Traph,) which ſeizing upon the Blood of many 
ſrfons (thoſe T mean whoſe Crafis of Blood are 
Tore looſe and apt to imbibc, do more readily 
cave, than others who have a more robuſt and 
im Crafts ) caufe ſuch altcrations in the San- 
wine Maſs as to produce Fevers, 
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What Enlargements we make upon this Pars 
graph, by ſhewing the manner of production of 
Fevers, taken by cold, by an adaptcd Mechaniſm 
or ſutable Enchireſis, and how in licu of ſuch Fe. 
vers, are ſometimes other Maladices contraGed, 
lignaturiz'd by other Names: viz; It the recur- 
ring latex acuated with a febrile Acidum tall up- 
on the Larinx, how a raucedo and ſIcight Couph, 
if upon the Lungs, how a more thorough Cough 
with ſhortneſs ot Breath if upon the Os Ath- 
moides or adjacent Glandulcs, how a Coriza: if 
upon the Meninges a violent Cephalalgia or Head- 
ach : if upon the Synovia of the Joyfts, it be- 
comes cither a new Fcrmcnt, or able to excite 
an old one in ordcr to the producing Arthritical 
pains : how theſe Ditcaſes ſpring ſometimes trom 
the ſame cauſes Fevcrs do, and how they differ 
as they take thcir original trom a vitiatcd latex 
caſt upon ſuch and ſuch viſcera trom the fame as 
produc'd immediatcly trom the Blood, all which 
we enlarge upon in our Pyretologia.

nerally ſo well fortity'd as that they are more

As Wines undergo a ſupre-induc'd Ferment 
from cauſes aforeſaid, its either from a Ferment 
nthe Air congeneal to its Principles as above- 
ſad, and ſo enriches the Wine by treſh impreg- 
ations with new ſimilar matter from the rais'd 
Tatar, whereby the Wines are ſet a-boiling of 
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fermcnting by .a freſh imbibition of their depo- 


lited xich Feces ; or clſe its trom ſome tret 
the Acidum of the Wine 1s put into, wherchy 
it forcibly carries off in an cager termentaticn 
the ſwcet ſulphurous parts, not unlike the mix- 
ing the Spirit of Nitre and Spirit 'of Wine, 
(which upon ſtrong Collihons of the ſulphurous 
parts in a thick forcible tume,) whereby robbing 
the remaining Liquor of its ſoft, {weet, balla- 
mick Eſſence, in lieu of it a pontick aullcre- 
neſs or eager Acrimony is brought on. 

So in like manner it is with the Blood : For 
ſome lighter ſort of Fevers help to depurate the 
blood, by attempting, thereby a new and bctter 
ſtatc, or more firm ncxure of the efſcnuial parts 
than bctore 3 whence the heterogenietics being 
once ſeparated, and the blood thereby brought 
to another and better texture than betorc, the 
Fever eaſily gocth off, thereby enriching the 
Maſs of Blood with a better fiock of Spirits 


than formerl,. Hence Agues in the Spring (it 


not ſpun to too long a thred) prove (from the 
alorcſaid cauſcs) great helps to mend the Craſi, 
and thcrcby to rcCtihe and tortifie the conltitu- 
tions of ſo1::2 perſons, rnaking them morc 
healthful alccrward- than Lctore, The lame we 
may ſay of Fevers we call the ſmall Pox, it the 
Paticnt com:s off ſafely 2:3d without any recte-

As vinous Juyces or other fermentable L 
quorsdo (by ſome irregularity in their terms 
tation, carrying off ſome of their ſulphuto 
parts) need trclk fecding,, either by rcforbs 
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its own precipitated Tartar (as aforeſaid) or bY 
the additional of fomewhat of Animal Bodies, 
2s of Fleſh, &c. and has a powertul ferment 
included capable of performing ſtrange and ad- 
mirable ſolutions : fot inſtance, that Wine which 
had a Boy put in it, whom a Wine-Cooper had 
kil'd in a Cellar, and to hide the Fact opened 
the Head of a But of Sack (if I miſtakenot) and 
plang'd the Body of the Boy into it, ſo faſtened 
itup: the Wine kept working and mudling a 
long time, that thoſe who talied it would have 
none of it , wondered what the matter ſhould 
bez (o let it ſtand, and about three years after 
it was tap'd and found to be the richeft and 
and moſt brisk Wine that ever was drunk (the 
Hiſtory of which is here too long to tell.) So 
allo in other fermentable Liquors, as for inſtance, 
in March-Beer a worthy Gentleman and Friend 
of mine, being at a Noble-Man's houſe in the 
Country, had ſome Beer brought him of ſeveral 
years old, the richeſt and molt Balſamick Drink 
that ever he drank in his life : The Steward told 
tim, that the reaſon of the Excellency thereof 
was chiefly aſcribable to the addition of a pound 
or two of Candles made of ſweet Sheep-ſuet 
put thereinto, after it had ſtood a conliderable 
time, 

Theſe with other Inſtances of the like nature 
cbviouſly point out to us the ſolution of one re- 
markable phenomenon , which has puzled the 
greateſt not only of Philoſophers,but even of Phy- 
ltians, to render a plauſible account thereof to 
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the World ; and that'is no lc(s than a ſuitzh!: 
Analogy to acquaint us with the reaſons of that 
myſtical and hitherto abſtruſe operation of th: 
Ferment in the Stomack of Animals , who 
operation upon our aſſum'd Food, is fo power- 
ful and univerſal, as to miake it approzch the 
neareſt (of any thing elſe in the World) to be 
Alkab:ſtical : For as the Alkzh:ſt diſſolves and 
reduceth all Bodics into their firlt clementa] 
or conſtitutive Principles 3 ſo doth this fer- 
ment or volatile Elixir of the Blood , ſent 
from the Arterics into the Stomack, penetrate 
the body of all our Food, unlocks the compage 
thereof , and ſets its intrinfick Principles mto 
a fermentative and degeſtive motion 'in order 
to a future aſſimilation to Blood and Nouriſh- 
ment, 

So that hereby is pointed out ſuch a circula- 
tion as has not, that I know of, evcr yct been 
made known to the World ; The Circulation of 
the Blood is novel, but this much more, which 
is a circulation of humours, whereby the blood 
continually and (unleſs interrupted by Diſcales) 
unceſſantly - ſends forth a ſubtile penetrative 
Elixir into the Stomcak, which becomes therc- 
by the very cfficient of the digeſtion peculiar 
thereto, which is able to reſolve all the Food 
we take into a Milky Juyce or Chyle , and 
thence by another ferment ſent from the Blood 
to the Bile, and fo the Iateſtines by the common 
dutius, is further prepared and elaborated by 


thoſe due Secretions from the more drofſie, te- 
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culent and excrementitious parts, fittcd for the 
Lafteals, Pancreas, duGiurs Thoracins, &c, (0 into 
the blood 3 in which rubicund Juyce i is the atorc- 
ſaid Elixir further claborated, which in modum 
roris vivide 15 ſent to the Stomack, and ſor goes 
on with the round of Operations. 

Thus the Blood cannot have a better Emblem

pent devouring its own Tail; in as much as

As the Juyce of Grape may be highly cxalt- 
d and rich in principles by a frequent drawing 
off after precipitation of recrements (it cannot 
vcl| bear-up unleſs under a mudled ftate) and 
preventing (by Iron-hoop'd Veſſels cloſe-liop?d, 
ind full to hinder acce(s of Air) all Germenta® 
tion, till it arrive at the confittence and clarity 
of a well-made Syrup, which mult yet be kept 
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in cloſe and full Veſſels, leſt by the accel(s of Air 
it begin to ferment : Then doth ſuch a Juyce { 
preparcd become truly that we call Stum , which 
Stum it it ferment , will break the {tronge?: 
Veſſels in picces, unlcſs preſently drawn off, 
So in like manner, the Blood of thoſe pcrſons 
who feed plentifully and uſe little Excrciſc, be- 
comes (tor want of bcing, ſuthciently ventzla- 
ted by Air and motion of the parts) not cnough 
fermented or volatiz'd , but floats in a more 
thick, rich and Sysup-like confilience, wherchy 
It's heightned to a fort of Animal Stum : And 
then it occaſionally from more than ordinary 
Epicurizing or ſome cold taken or the like, it 
fall to tetment , thence indeavouring, to thin 
and volatize it ſelf, the fermentation (before 
that can come to paſs) many times proves fo 
ſtrong, as either a violent Fever is brought on, 
whereby the Patient (if very ſpeedy and ade- 
quate help be not made) is quickly ſwept off, 
{uffocating the Vital Spirits by a too great plen- 
ty of termentativeFumes ariling from the boiling 
blood , not finding, ſufficient vent, Or it the 
Patient makes an cſcape trom the Arrclt of 
Death, it's chicfly by Naturc's throwing ſome ot 
the ttum'd Spirits upon the Synovia of the Joynts: 
whereby it becomes a ſeminary to the Gout: 
being ſuch a foundation thereto, as that it thence 
trequently afterwards by its on-ſcts makes its 
appearance : or if upon the fcrmentation, fag2- 
cious Naturcforcſccing the tragical icenc (1t not 
ſomewhat anticipatcd ) tinds out ſome privatc 
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conveyance, before it arrivcs at {ach a heighe 
of termentation, whercby the matter is-much- 
what caſt upon other more remote parts, thence 
is a foundation laid for Nephritical, Arthritical,Iſ- 
diatical, and Podagrical Pains and Paroxyſmes , 
asalſo gives beginning and being, to Rheumatiſms: 
all which might well be help'd and much-what 
prevented by often drawing, off the Animal 
Wines or Juyces , wiz. by often Phlebotomy , 
(thereby giving the Blood more room to weave 
and diſplay its active Principles) trequent taking, 
the Air, moderate Exerciſc, and an abſtemious 
Dyet, by which mcans might the Liquor of the 
Blood be much altered and brought toa better 
Crafis, and thereby prevent the Stum and its con- 
ſquents, 24%, the impending, Fever, Gout and 
other Arthritical Maladics.

As the Juyces of divers ſorts of Grapes , be- 
ng art the Vintage mixed, ſometimes do cauſe 
i reater Fermentation, and more than ordinary 
Eferveſcence, and that chicfly from the diffc- 
rence of connate Acids fretting, upon their Sul- 
phurs, So likewiſe the great variety of Food 
we take in, whether Meat or Drink, or both. 
© ſometimes from the difference of their native 
acids, acting, upon and digladiating each other, 
i their connate Sulphurs, beget, when brought 

by the circulation of Juyces aforeſaid ) into 
ae Blood, new Fcrmentations, ſuch as are tru- 


ly 
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ly febrile, whence ſome ſorts of Fevers are fre- 
quently produc'd : only with this differcnce, 
that it theſe tretting Acids different amongli 
themſelves do, while in the Stomack,(before their 
turther progreſs) make a boiling and heaving, 
they immediately bring on a Surtcit or one ſort 
of Morbus Cholera, peculiatly depending upon 
the ſolatory regimen of the Stomach , which 
diſcharging it (clf ſurſum ac deorſum, all is pre- 
{ently well : or if while in the Intcitines, 74s, 
the Colon, Tlion, &c. ( being got thither before 
thegreat tumult break forth )they tind an Exit by

drawn off, do often through a too great accels 
of Air, -grow ſour, their fulphurous parts mcan- 
while arecither moli-what tixed, maſqu'd under 
another guiſe, or have taken wing, whence the 
Acidum prevails, So in like manner, the Blood 
in Fevers , if too much exhaufted by Phlebo-

And as the one, ( viz. the Vegetable ) by 
analyſis of parts, gives a Phlegm, Spirit and Tar- 
tar, and that Spirit is no otherwiſe flagrable, 
than from the high rapid Collitions of its innate 
Acidum upon the Sulphur, (according toour Hy- 
potbeſis ) and that Tartar again is {cparable into 
Phlegm, Acid, Oyl, Volatile Spirit , and Cap. 
Mort, out of which is ſeparated a txt Salt, lea 
ving the carthy feculency or terra calcinea : none 
of which are exactly ſuch in the texture of the 
Vinous Liquor, or in the compage oft the Tar- 
far, but ariſe much-what from new Combina- 
tions of the Principles, ſo and fo hudled toge- 
ther by force of Fire, as we cl{ewhere further 
ſhew in oux Tentamen Phyſiologicum, $0 in like 
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manner the Blood analyz'd by the ſame Apent, 
&- modus operandi, doth ſplit into Phtegm, Su. 
phur, volatile Salt, with a remaining Cap. Mrt, 
out of which by furthcr Calcination, (as trom 
the like Calcinations of other parts of Animal;, 
whether Viſcera, or Solids ) is by Elixation fe. 
parated a fixt Salt, ſolvable per deliquinm, after 
which remains the Feces, or terra Calcinea, none 
of which are exactly ſuch in the compaye 
of the Blood, but are the reſults ot new cont- 
gurations of the Principles, calt into ſuch ſhapes 
by force of the Agent Fire. For the Volatile 
Salt is not ſuch in the texture of the Blood, but 
Is interwoven with its connate Acidum, by which 
It rather appcars under an Armoniack Maſque 
(as by the ſaline taltc it has is evident) which 
having its Sulphur contempcr'd therewith, and 
ting'd thereby in its Vehicle the Serum or thin- 
ner Latex, all which ducly tempcr'd, makes up 
that rubie Juyce of -Animal Bodics we call 
Blood, whoſe Principles being ſct into a flow- 
pac'd, and cqual-pois'd Fermcntation , from 
thcir gentle and mutual Collitons, becomes the 
ſpring of all motion, circulation, digcltion, {c- 
paration, &c. in the whole round ot the Body, 
in order to Nouriſhment, ſupply ot Spirits, and

Their Analogy doth further appear from the 


congenealneſs of additional Ferments , ( 12.) 
trom 
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from the congruence or likeneſs of ſuch as are 
us'd to ſet Vinous or other Vegetable Juyces 
a-working,, to thoſe adapted for the putting 
Animal Juyces into a Fermentation, For al- 
though the Juyce of the Grape from its natural 
aptneſs to ferment, rarcly needs any additional ; 
yet other fermental Vegetable Juyces , as of 
Apples, Pears, Damoſens, Goole-berries, Honey, 
Sugar, Malt, &c. do many times neceſſarily re- 
quire an additional Ferment, ( viz.) ſome flog 
Cereviſie, which is by deſpumation caſt off, and 
yet is a ſeminary to the further multiplication 
of the ſame or like.Ferment. The excellency 
and efficacy of whoſe Nature, appears in that 
it doth not terminate in one ſolitary action, in 
as much as it as really contains, even in minute 
portions thereof, the Principles of thoſe Juyces 
concentred, in order to their increaſe or multi- 
plication, as the ſeedlings of Plants or Trecs, 
do hide in themſclves, the ſeminal Principles 
thereot, in order to their propagation, as we fur- 
ther illuſtrate in our Eymologia, or Treatiſe of 
Fermentation, 

Thus the Blood of Humane Bodics needs not 
only a freſh ſupply of Food, whereby its Prin- 
ciples and Ferments (daily and hourly in ex- 
pence) arc to be recruited by a treſh impregna- 
tion from as daily afſum'd Food, that as they 
are in a conſtant winding off, they may thereby 
be as proportionably and neceſſarily wound on, 
35 in our daily neceſſity of Alimentary retection 
doth appear. But alſo the Blood needs =

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additional Fermcnt to fet it a-work, and that 
ſometimes, as it is cithcr Syrup - like through 
plentiful teeding and little Exerciſe, wanting a 
Ferment to volatize and thin it,and ſo becomes a 
ſort of. fttum'd Liquor , whereby the perlon 1s 
either (upon any occational cauſe ot (ctting it 
a-work) {iruck into a high and ſometimes nior-

In order 
to the reſtoring of which deprav*d Juyce of the 
Arteries, both as to the ſweetning and rendring 
it balfamica}; as alſo towards the rctioring it to 
its former]y loſt, or at lealt greatly impoveriſh'd 
Principles, additional Ferments are indiſpenlibly
